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QUEMOY’S COMPLEXITY 
The situatio n inv o lv ing the Chinese o ff­ 
sho re islands o f Quemo y and Matsu is far 
to o ex plo she to be allo wed to beco me en­ 
tangled in the co mplex wo rd games o f 
statesmen and diplo mats. 
But there are 
signs this co uld happen. 
By the frequency o f their warnings to 
Red China, President Eisenho wer and Sec­ 
retary o f State Dulles, o bv io usly are try ­ 
ing hard to dissuade Peiping fro m inv ading 
either tho se tiny islands o r the Chinese 
Natio nalist stro ngho ld o f Fo rmo sa. 
Yet neither o ne, no r any o ther spo kes­ 
man fo r the United States go v ernment, has 
said flatly that we wo uld co me to the de­ 
fense o f Quemo y -Matsu in ev ery ev en­ 
tuality . 
Bo th the Eisenho wer and the Dulles co m­ 
ments are hedged abo ut with qualificatio ns 
which tended to get lo st in the general 
furo re o v er the to ne o f their warnings. A 
A careful reading o f their wo rds sho ws 
that the President has no t y et finally de­ 
termined to assist in the o ffsho re islands’ 
defense in all circumstances. 
To be sure, Senato r Smith o f New Jer­ 
sey later said Dulles to ld him such a de­ 
fense wo uld be made. 
But o n an issue 
which co uld mean war, seco ndhand ac­ 
co unts simply canno t be taken as definite, 
No r sho uld v v ^ hav e to rely upo n an un­ 
identified go v ernment spo kesman fo r wo rd 
that we might bo mb the Chinese mainland 
if we decided to act in the area. 
Under co ngressio nal reso lutio n, Mr. Ei­ 
senho wer has the autho rity to go to the 
o ffsho re islands’ defense if he deems that 
necessary to assure the defense o f I o rmo sa. 
If he has no t y et made such a finding— 
and that is what his and Dulles’ wo rds in­ 
dicate—then no thing new o n the issue has 
in fact been said. 
The situatio n is made mo re co mplex by 
the fact that Chinese Natio nalist spo kesmen 
are say ing that ev en if Red China do es no t 
o pen an all-o ut attack o n the small islands, 
U.S. aid might be needed to break the pres­ 
ent Red blo ckade which menaces supply 
lines fro m Fo rmo sa. 
Thus the questio n no lo nger is simply 
under what circumstances wo uld we de­ 
fend Quemo y and Matsu if they are at­ 
tacked. It is also whether we wo uld step in 
just to keep them go ing as they are. 
And, despite all the stern warnings 
uttered, we do no t y et hav e clear answers 
to these questio ns fro m the high so urces 
which alo ne can speak to the American 
peo ple, to Red China and the wo rld o n such 
v ital matters. 


WAY OF THE JUNGLE 
A few clear hints o f United States po licy 
with regard to the islands o f Quemo y and 
Matsu o ff the co ast o f Co mmunist China 
hav e no w emerged fro m the fo g. The hints 
may no t be reassuring to citizens who still 
wo nder abo ut the go o d sense o f inv o lv ing 
this natio n in the defense o f tho se little 
islands, but at least there is less cause fo r 
co nfusio n. 
The U. S. po sitio n, as o utlined by Secre­ 
tary o f State Dulles, no w appears to be es­ 
sentially this: If the Chinese Co mmunists 
fo llo w up their bo mbardments with a full- 
scale attack o n the o ffsho re Islands, and 
if that attack threatens to be successful, 
then United States fo rces will mo v e in to 
defend the islands. 
A Dulles po inted o ut, altho ugh shelling 
by the Red Chinese has been mo st threat­ 
ening it is no t certain that they will launch 
an all-o ut effo rt to take Quemo y , Matsu 
and Fo rmo sa. It is impo rtant to no te, in 
this co nnectio n, that the stro ngest deter­ 
rent against attack will be this co untry ’s 
belated statement o f where it stands. 
It has been said that Natio nalist tro o ps 
may be able to defend the islands witho ut 
any activ e U.S. help o ther than lo gistic 
suppo rt. This is true, but the risk is a great 
* o ne fo r this natio n to take. We are no w 
co mmitted to mo v e in with fo rce if, in the 
judgment o f U.S. co mmanders o n the scene,

THE ESSENTIAL STRUGGLE . 


While bankers and brokers and lawyers and 
politicians trick and conniv e and pat themselv es 
on the chest for their geniu s and the things they 
get away with, their world mov es on to de­ 
stru ction. 
We are not near the final stages of 
a continu ing rev olu tion, which after 40 years, we 
still do not know how to meet. 
Essentially ou r stru ggle is ov er beliefs and it 
has been hu man experience that those who hav e 
ideals and beliefs, howev er erroneou s, will triu mph 
ov er those whose faith is a v acu u m and whose 
sole concern in life is materialistic. 
It is this 
which Americans, as a people, hav e not been 
able or willing to u nderstand. 
This is the way 
‘‘Prav da’ assesses the situ ation: 
“The great 
and 
u nconq u erable teaching of 
ou tstanding 
v ictories. 
It 
lights the way 
for 
workers of the world in the stru ggle for their 
bright fu tu re. The greatest ev ent of ou r time has 
been the formation of the mighty world socialist 
system. 
Marxism-Leninism has achiev ed a his­ 
toric v ictory in cou ntries w’hose territory amou nts 
to a q u arter of the world and whose popu lation 
is abou t one billion people. 
If only recently the 
Sov iet Union was the only cou ntry of triu m phant 
socialism, now’ a whole' nu mber of people’s dem­ 
ocratic cou ntries are setting abou t the accom­ 
plishment of socialist constru ction . . .” 
This is heady langu age and means mu ch more 
than an extra bathtu b or less toil. 
It means 
faith and the kind of faith that the early Chris­ 
tians knew when they set ou t to conq u er the world 
for ideas which they were su re to bo tru e. 
W atching the telev ision, I am importu ned, as 
you are, to be su re to v ote Election Day. This be­

is 
impartial. 
It does not recommend a candidate 
or denou nce one. 
It does not lay down a gu ide 
to cu rrent issu es. 
All it says is that the citizen go throu gh the 
mechanism of v oting.

be done secretly in a booth, facing a machine. It 
is not really necessary to v ote for anyone to 
get ou t of the booth. 
. 
The partian has an easy time of it. 
He v otes 
for his party’s nominees, good, bad or indifferent. 
Maybe he knows one or two personally and he 
wou ld not lend them any money, bu t he v otes for 
them anyhow becau se they belong to his party. 
The independent, as he is called, has a more 
difficu lt time. 
H r knows that issu ps are more 
readily enu nciated than believ ed. 
He therefore 
v otes for the Man. 
He is presented by the two 
major parties with two men.

It is interesting that be 
fore World War II appeared, Professor Pitirim A. 
Sorokin of Harv ard, one of the few prophetic 
v oices in this cou ntry', wrote (1937): 
. . The obliq u e rays of the su n still illu mine 
the glory of the passing epoch. 
Bu t the light is 
fading, and in the deepening shadows it becomes 
more and more difficu lt to see clearly and to 
orient ou rselv es safely in the confu sions of the 
tw’ilight. 
The night of the transitory period be­ 
gins to loom before u s, with its nightmares, 
frightening shadows, and heartrending horrors. 
Beyond it, howev er, the dawn of a new great 
Ideational cu ltu re is probably waiting to greet 
the men of the fu tu re.”

Tonsil Remov al Is Adv ised

The difficu lt problem of tonsillitis and remov al 
of the tonsils is raised again by a you ng mother. 
She says that her first chid was born when 
she and her hu sband liv ed far ou t in the sticks, 
and they knew' little abou t raising children. 
Her 
little boy is now three years old, she says. 
He 
had his first case of tonsillitis when six months 
old and has had attacks at interv als ev er since. 
Now 
tonsillectomy 
has 
been 
reco m m en d ed 
and the mother wants to know if ^ he 
cou ld hav e been av oided by starting the child ou t 
on the right kind of diet. 
Diet alone can neither prev ent nor bring on 


Inflammation of the tonsils of an acu te natu re 
is almost certainly the resu lt of germs in that tis­ 
su e. 
They probably reached the tonsils throu gh 
the air—sometimes becau se of contact with others 
carrying the disease germs or becau se of infected 


mÍ1Thi* raises the q u estion of remov al of the 
tonsils. 
It shou ld be decided on an indiv idu al 
basis, thou gh in an instance of this sort repeated 
attacks of acu te tonsilitis can be considered a 
good indication for hav ing them taken ou t. 
O ther reasons for remov al of the tonsils are 
u su ally considered to inclu de difficu lty in swallow- 
ing, breating or talking cau sed by enlargement, 
catárrah or other infections of the middle ear, 
and ev idence su ggesting that chronic infection of 
the tonsils is cau sing rheu matism, kidney inflam­ 
mation (Bright’s disease or nephritis) or other 
difficu lties elsewhere in the body. 
There are believ ed to be some reasons for not 
taking ou t the tonsils, inclu ding the presence of 
acu te inflammation. 
Tu bercu losis of the lu ngs, 
diabetes and any one of sev eral blood disorders 
are also commonly thou ght to be reasons for leav ­ 
ing the tonsils alone. 
The tonsils are made u p of what is known as 
lymphoid tissu e. 
The adenoids lying in the back 
of the nose are made u p of similar tissu e, can be 
enlarged and cau se mou th breathing, may harbor 
germs and cau se chronic infection, and therefore 
arc freq u ently remov ed at the same time as the 
tonsils. 
, 
Most specialists in this field believ e that dis­ 
e ased tonsils and adenoids shou ld be remov ed 
su rgically 
They are sometimes treated with X- 
ray, by coagu lation with an electric needle or by 
radiu m (in the case of the adenoids). 
This operation is not entirely withou t risk, 
thou gh the risk is v ery slight, and there is no u se 
doing it u nless there is a good chance that it will 
improv e the health. 
If needed, it seems best to go ahead with it 
withou t delay.

It has been u nder inv estigation 
for some months. Jts filing was 
delayed u ntil after W. Wilson 
White, the first U. S. assistant 
attorney general in charge of 
the new Civ il Rights Div ision had 
been confirmed and Congress had 
adjou rned. 
The Terrell Cou nty, Ga., case 
was chosen for the first su it be­ 
cau se it was believ ed to offer 
clear-cu t ev idence. 
FOUR OF THE FIVE Dawson, 
Ga., Negroes whom the Ju stice 
Departm ent complained alleges 
were denied the right to register 
on the grou nds of inability to 
read correctly and 
intelligibly 
are school teachers and college 
gradu ates. One holds a m aster’s 
degree from New York Univ er­ 
sity.

It 
will be recalled that Formosa is 
the base from which M cArthu r’s s 
forces <jh the Philippines were 
bombed by the Japanese on the 
same day that Pearl Harbor was 
attacked. The Philippines—q n in­ 
tegral part of the free world-—* 
are v u lnerable to attack from 
Formosa. As Mr. Du lles says, 
the whole situ ation with respect 
to the offshore islands is inter­ 
wov en with the problem of se­ 
cu rity of America's allies in the 
F a r East,

His painful decision against run­ 
ning for the U. S. Senate this year 
has 
brought 
him 
to 
a 
critical 
crossroads 
Three Paths to Take 
There are three paths he can 
take. 
One still leads to the Senate, his 
personal goal, but he cannot trav­ 
el this until 1962. 
Another could take him to the 
governor’s 
mansion, 
four 
years 
from now, 
and, eventually, 
per­ 
haps, to Washington. 
The third road is a dead end. 
Political 
observers 
here 
are 
sharply divided over which road 
Wagner m ust journey. Some main­ 
tain that his future is as bright 
as ever. Others argue that, at the 
politically youthful age of 48 , op­ 
portunity already has passed him 
by. 
Strange Case Indeed 
The Wagner case is a strange 
one indeed. 
Two years ago. after he ran for 
the Senate and lost to Republican 


Jaco b K. Jav its, Wagner looked 
like a cinch for renomination in 
1958 . 
He m ade a tremendous showing 
even in defeat. Bucking the E is­ 
enhower tide, W’agner ran a half 
million votes ahead of his party’s 
presidential candidate, Adlai Ste­ 
venson, in his first try for state­ 
wide office. 
His ambition to follow his fa­ 
ther, Robert F. Wagner Sr., into 
the U. S. Senate was well knowp. 
This w’as his personal goal and he 
meant to achieve it. 
Faced No Challenge 
He 
had 
strong 
backing 
from 
party 
leaders, 
including 
Gov. 
Averell H arrm an and the power­ 
ful leader of Tamm any Hall. Car­ 
mine DeSapio. No one in the party 
seemed inclined to challenge his 
right to a second try. 
Then, 
last fall, Wagner made 
| what he 
cam e 
to regard as 
a 
tragic m istake. 
Seeking 
re-election 
as 
mayor, 
he promised without 
reservation 
i that he would serve out his full, 
four-year term if returned to of­ 
fice. He said it again and again, 
many ways. 
Real Vote-Getter 
He was re-elected by a startling 
900,000-vote plurality. His adm ir­ 
ers, looking ahead to 1958 . beamed 


"w hat a vote-getter.” 
Bu*. as the time neared to make 
his public decision on the Senate, 
W agner's promise cam e back to 
haunt him. Civic interests in the 
city challenged him to keep his 
promise or show himself a man 
not to he trusted. 
Meanwhile, 
his 
administration 
was hit by a series of scandals. 
None touched him personally, but 
nevertheless, 
it 
seemed 
a 
good 
time to move on. 
At the Democratic state conven- 
j tion in Buffalo last month, Harri- 
man and DeSapio could not agree 
on 
any 
Senate 
candidate 
other 
than Wagner. They urged him to 
run. 
Tom between ambition and his 
desire to prove himself a man of 
good 
faith. 
Wagner 
decided 
in 
frustration and grief that he could 
not run. He knew that his career

What About Governor 
Where does he go from here? 
R egardless 
of 
whether 
Harri- 
man wins or loses in his bid for a 
second term, Wagner could very 
well he the next candidate for gov- 
ernor. Harrim an probably would 
not 
be renominated 
if 
he loses 
in November. Even if he wins, 
Harriman is not considered likely 
to seek a third term. 
Wagner will have to wait until 
1962 anyway for another shot at 
the Senate, when Ja v its’ term ex­ 
pires. Of course, he then would 
have the handicap of trying to un­ 
seat an incumbent who has beaten 
him before. 
In either event, Wagner must 
keep up his prestige and main­ 
tain his place in the public eye.

sho rtages o n Earth. 


(3 ) Fro m the Mo o n base, no w quite ex tensiv e 
and self-sustaining, with its o utly ing labo rato ries, 
o bserv ato ries and sho ps, a land train sets o ut to 
ex plo re distant areas and surv ey mineral re­ 
so urces. 
At the same time, astro no mers study the Earth 
and the univ erse. With no haze o r interv ening 
atmo sphere and no weather to spo il o bserv atio ns, 
they hav e an uno bstructed v iew o f the stars and 
planets. A celestial bo dy which will undo ubtedly 
get to p prio rity is Mars, the planet that has in­ 
trigued man fo r centuries.
